(THD. — A fourth-quarter cur- 
rent-account deficit of $7 AS 
billion pushed the total UjS.

WASHINGTON, March 22 
(IHT). — President Carter today 
ccnduded talks with Israeli Prime 
MW i ter Menachezn Begin say- 
ing: "Peace still scans far away.” 

Calling their meetings “detailed 
ai^j frank," f*n» President em- 
phasized that Israel murt agree 
to withdraw frem the Wert Bank 
oT the Jordan river, as well as 
from other occupied territories. 

MT. Begin strongly and public- 
ly reminded Mr. Carter that h!s 
nation’s security ig constantly 
challenged and that the Palatine 
Liberation Organization is com- 
mitted to Israel's destruction. 

In their exchange of statements 
on the White House lawn, during 
which both leaders apoeared som- 
ber, they appeared to leave a wide 
cleavage between Israel and the 
United states over peace policy, 
although Mr. Garter reaffirmed 
UB. friendship far Israel. 

An observer said after the 
statements were read that the 
meetings must have been a “(lisas' 
ter, a hopeless deadlock.” 

Later Secretory or State Cyrus 
Vance anHi Zbigniew Brzerinski, 
Mr. Garter's national security ad- 
viser, confirmed the impression 
that the UB.-Israel discussions 
were deadlocked. 

After meeting later with Mr. 
Begin, Mr. Vance told reporters, 
“I can’t say we’ve reduced the 
differences at (his point.” 

Mr. Braeatrald, naked whether 
things were as grim as they ap- 
peared in the exchange of state- 
ments, replied: “appearances were 
not misleading.” 

Mr. Carter said he gave Mr. 
Begin an assessment of what is 
needed to restore momentum 
■ toward peace, which received a 
dramatic boost after Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat’s visit to 
Jerusalem last November. 

Mr. Begin, the President said, 
faced both a challenge and an 
opportunity on his return to 
Israel — ^^the challenge of provid- 
ing security far his people . and 
the opportunity to achieve that 
security through a true and his- 
toric peace.” 

Mr, Carter emphasized “our 
conviction that this opportunity 
must not be allowed to slip Into 
the cycle of hatred and violence 
which have characterized the 
history of the Middle East for 
the last 30 years and which we 
have witnessed again the last two 
weeks.” 

The reference was to the 
FLO’S terrorist attack on Israeli 
civilians on March 11 and Is- 
rael’s nstaliotary armored raid 
into •Southern Lebanon to drive 
out the Palestinians.

WASHINGTON, March 22 
(WPi — President Carter called) 
key members of the House and 
the Senate to the White House 
for meetings today and tomorrow 
to reassert Ms intention to sell 
fighter planes to Egypt, Israel 
ami Saudi Arabia in a “package 
deal.” 

Mr. Carter's ^«<nn to hold 
the meetings during -the visit 
to Washington cJ Israeli Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin ap- 
peared to be a demonstration of 
determination by the President 
to go with the controversial 

deal. 

Mr. Begin has toldi Mr. Carter 
be opposes the package deal, and 
Israeli lobbyists and some mem- 
bers cf Congress have already 


announced, their intention to 
light it. 

The administration plans to sell 
advanced F-15 Jets to Saudi 
Arabia, advanced F-I6s to Israel, 
end lessor F-5ES to Egypt, and 
to make all three sales condi- 
tional on each other. If Con- 
gress were to .vote to block on? 
port cf the package, the ad- 
ministration says it would 
cancel all three sales. 

MT. Carter invited members of 
the House Committee on Inter- 
national Affairs and. the House 
leadership today to discuss the 
package deal. He will meet 
members of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee and the

WASHINGTON, March 3&— 
Gen. Aieaauiriar Haig jr. said yes- 
terday that the Atlantic alliance 
needs neutron weapons to counter- 
balance a buildup cf battlefield 
nuclear weapons by the Soviet-led 
Warsaw Pact nations.

Giscard Plans New Regime 
For a ‘Broad National Union’

PARIS, March 22 (NYT).— 
President Valery Giscard d’Es- 
fratng told France on television 
tonight that he whl choose a 
new government to prepare the 
way for a "broad rational union” 
on social justice and re- 
form. 

Thanking voters for showing 
what he said was ‘intelligence’’ 
and a "good choice" in Sunday's 
legislative elections, he called on 
the defeated leftist opposition to 
join in a “reasonable cohabita- 
tion" in implementing his poli- 
cies. 

The President, -who appoints 
the prime minister, said he 
would not announce hla choice 


until he had completed a series 
of meetings with labor and other 
leaders in which he Would .ask. 
What are your priorities tat 
prance?" 

Prime Minister Raymond Bar- 
re, who met with Mr. Giscard 
d’Estaing today, said afterward 
that he was ready to present his 
resignation, or to. continue in 
office, when the President has 
decided. 

Mr. Giscard d'Estalng said he 
did not expect the embittered 
Opposition to otter cooperation 
in the government and parlia- 
ment quickly, because "the wounds 
[ctf the campaign] are still too

He said that the neutron war- 
head would be a more credible 
deterrent because it eould.be limit- 
ed more effectively to military 
targets. 

The neutron weapon, which the 
pentagon envisages as a warhead 
for a 60-mile-range Lance missile 
or as a shell for fu^fflery, kills 
with a burst of radiation but does 
not generate as big a blast or as 
much heat as other nuclear 
bombs. . 

Fewer Casualties 

Gen. Haig and other supporters 
of the project contend that a 
neutron blast would do leas dam- 
age to civilian property and cause 
fewer civilian casualties than a 
traditional nuclear weapon. 

NATO planners believe that the 
weapon would be especially use- 
ful against Soviet tanks that had 
penetrated into a NATO country. 
Jxl such a situation, allied com- 
manders would be anxious to re- 
duce rflamtlfclpw nm«ng friendly 
civilians.

Police Blame Terrorist Unit 

Spain’s Prison Chief Is Slain 
By Three Gunmen in Madrid 


Marram, March 22’ (UPI).— 
Three youths, believed by police 
to be members of the ultxaleftist 
group Gft&PO, shot to death the 
director of Spain's prisons sys- 
tem today in an ambush out- 
side his home. 

Interior Minister Rodolfo Mar- 
tin Villa said that evidence in 
the slaying (tf Jesus Haddad. 
40, pointed to GRAPO. The 
Mandat -Leninist organization, 
the Oct. 1 Anti-Fascist Resis- 
tance Group, has a two-and-a- 

half year history of slayings, 
bombings and two spectacular 
kidnappings. ■ 

There was speculation that the 
killing was carried out in re- 
taliation for the death last week 
in prison of an anarchist who 
had been beaten by jailara. 

The three attackers fired sub- 
machine-guns at Mr. Haddad, as 
his wife watched him leave for 
his office. 

.The youths fired on Mr. Had- 
dad, considered a reformer, 
through a rear window after he 
had token a seat in the back of 
his official car, police said. 

Mr. Martin Villa »id the as- 
sastinatioa bod similarities with 
earlier GRAPO operations in- 


cluding the killing of a police- 
men on March 10 in Madrid. 

GRAPO has tried to incite po- 
pular revolt by almost any means 
possible and could have used the 
anarchist’s death as a pretext for 
killing Mr. Haddad, political 
sources said. 

QRAPO's biggest operations 
were the kidnappings 14 months 
ago of the senior general in 
charge of military justice and of 
an adviser to King Juan Carlos. 
Both men were later freed by 
police, and most GRAPO leaders 
have subsequently been Jailed. Mr. 
Martin Villa said about 20 
GRAPO members are still at 
large. 

Mr. Haddad, a member of the 
Ruling Union of the Democratic 
Center and lawyer who had just 
help the top prisons post since 
December, had no police body- 
guards because of his own desire 
not to use official protection. His 
driver fell to the ground in the 
attack and was not hit.- 

The prisons chief was the sixth 
Spaniard to die in political vio- 
lence in the last two weeks. Four 
of the deaths occurred in the 
Basque region in actions by the 
separatist group ETA

The attack today ioltowed inci- 
dents last week to the Madrid 
penitentiary in which an anar- 
chist inmate was beaten to death 
and 11 men including the jail di- 
rector were later indicted fori 
homicide. 

Mr. Haddad took part in the 
Investigation that led to the in- 
dictments. He had taken over a 
prison system, wracked by riots 
by prisoners demanding amnesty, 
uztd mid he was going to try to 
remedy the situation with a new 
policy of dialogue with the prison- 
ers.

Depends on UN 

As the Impromptu, roadside 
press conference unfolded, Gen. 
Gur seemed In a hurry to get 
what he called a very small ex- 
peditionary force out of Lebanon. 
When asked how soon the Israelis 
would pull out, he answered : 
“That depends really on the 
United Nations forces. This I can 
almost assure you— If it depends 
on us, very fast. If it depends 
on the united Nations, it might 
be days. 

“If they can do It fast, lt will 
be done fast," the general said, 
adding that he believed that the 
6 commanders of the UN force were 
also in a burry. “I can’t say if 
it will be hours, days or weeks." 

While Palestinians maintain 
that they have mounted a small- 
scale guerrilla war behind Israeli 
lines south of the Utani River, 
Gen. Gur insisted that three or 
four daysj ago his troops had 
wiped out the Palestinian "strong 
points” and he said that any who 
had been seeded between his lines 
were not fighting at the moment. 
■ “Maybe there are same people 
who hide somewhere." he con- 
ceded.

Red Brigade Plea for Own Defense Is Denied 


TURIN, March. 22 (Reuters).— 
Fifteen leaders of Italy’s Red. 
Brigades, the leftist guerrilla 
band that claims to have kidnap- 
ped former Premier Alda Moro. 
Were refused permission today to 
conduct their own defense In a 
trial they call an act of war by 
the state.

High - Wire Artist for Half a Century 

Karl Wallenda Falls to Death in Puerto Rico 



SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, March 
22 CAP i.— Karl Wallenda, patri- 
arch of the great Wallendas fami- 
ly of high-wire artists, fell 10 
stories to his death here tod*? 
from a wire between beachfront 
hotels, circus officials said. 

Mr. Wallenda, 7% was doing 
a promotion for the Pan Amer- 
ican Circus, the circus manager, 
James Harrington, said. 

Mr. Wallenda, whose family 
has been plagued by tragedy in 
a soles of deaths and injuries 
during daredevil performances, 
fell about 120 feet into the drive- 
way of the Oondado Holiday inn 
in front of hundreds of specta- 
tors. 

Montreal accountant Victor Ab- 
boud said that he watched Mr. 
Wallenda teetering in the strong 
beachfront winds. 

"I aaw him go down on his 
knees an the wire and I thought 
he was kneeling to rest," be said. 
"But then I saw he was shak- 
ing. The wind blew him off and 
he went all the way down head 
first." 


Mr. Wallenda was performing 
nightly In San Juan with his 
granddaughter Rletta on a 50-foot 
high wire. Asked if Mr. Wallenda 
had not been leery of the wind, 
Mr. Harrington said: "No, he 
thought it was fine. He tested 
and Installed the wire himself.” 

Mr. Wallenda lived on Saraso- 
ta, Fla. His wife, Helen, was with 
him in San Juan, but was not 
performing. 

Gary Williams, a local news 
photographer, said Chat Mr. Wal- 
lenda was leaning into the wind 
as he inched his way with a 
bala n cin g pole across the wire. 

"As he got past the middle he 
seemed to be losing It," Mb. Wil- 
liams said. "His balance pole 
was going up and down. One 
of the people who work with 
him In the act was watching 
from the roof,. He yelled: *Slt 
down I Sit down l' Wallenda sat, 
but he missed the wire and went 
down." 

Mr. Williams said that the 
spectators on the ground and 
hotel balconies screamed.

Jazzman Louis Cottrell Jr., 
New Orleans Clarinet Player 


NEW ORLEANS. March 22 
( AP) Janannn Louis Cottrell Jr» 
67, who charmed audiences with 
a mellow clarinet for half a cen- 
tury, died yesterday. 

“He was really one of the great 
plajwis,” said Paul Lentz, man- 
ager of the Heritage Hall Jazz 
Band, the last group Mr. Cottrell 
played with. 

Mr. Cottrell gave his final per- 
formance Sunday, when he and 
his band, played for a hotel’s jazz 
brunch. 

He had made concert tours and 
jazz festival appearances through- 
out the United States and Europe. 

Mr. Cottrell was a native of 
New Orleans. His father, a drum- 
mer, was a founder of the Onward 
Brass Band, one of the city's 
famed marching jazz bands. 


Mr. Cottrell was one of the few 
to play with the Albert-system 
clarinet, which uses a different 
fingering system and produces a 
sound more fluid than' that of a 
conventional clarinet. 


Tn the 1920s. Mr. Cottrell played 
with the Young Tuxedo Orchestra 
and the GoWm Rule Band. 

He left New Orleans and played 
with Dan Albert's Band through 
the 1930s. In the early 1940s he 
returned to New Orleans and 
joined the Desvigne Band and 
Slid Howard's Brass Band. 

During the 1950s he played reg- 
ularly with Paul Bezbarin. He 
liter was featured with Peter 
Borage's Creole Serena ders, and 
in later years he led the Heritage 
Hall Band.

Or the assistant manager 
who waits in his hotel's coffee 
shop each morning while the 
guests’ who slept an roll-away beds 
in his office axe shooed out 

Or the airline crew that was

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Israel’s Anxious Friends 


Mr. Begln’s luncheon on Tuesday with the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee was 
perhaps the most Important event on his 
Washington -agenda. From old and close 
friends of his country, he encountered a 
markedly skeptical attitude of a sort to 
' which Israeli prime ministers are not ac- 
customed. The senators pressed Mr. Begin 
on his Insistence on establishing new settle- ' 
merits in occupied territories. They ques- 
tioned his view that the call for return of 
occupied territories In UN Resolution 242 
does not apply -to the West Bank. Sen. 
Charles Percy, R-Hl, later told reporters the 
settlements question “has divided Israel, di- 
vided tiie tJB Jewish Community and caused 
an erosion, of support for Israel." 

Israelis have long felt that presidents, In- 
fluenced by bureaucrats calling their atten- 
tion -to other factors, cannot be counted on 
to respect Israel's view of Its own security 
requirements; therefore, Israel must bring Its 
political leverage to bear oh the Congress. 
There lies the significance of Mr. Begln’s 
luncheon. The Senate Foreign - Relations 
Committee, representing most Americans on 
this issue, feels a great attachment to. Israel. 
But it has deep misgivings about the Begin 
government’s response to Anwar Sadat. Few 
would sell short the considerable - steps 
Mr. Begin has taken. Many ask whether he 
has done what is necessary to ensure that 
the opportunity before Israel Is not lost. 


Doubtless the temptation is great to at- 
tribute difficulties to Israel's political "ene- 
mies," or to look to events like the latest 
Palestinian terrorist attack or the counter- 
attack into Lebanon to win sympathy and 
divert criticism. Same US. Jews have even 
tried to set up one particular adminis- 
tration official Zbigniew Brzezlnakl, as a 
scapegoat There la an understandable reflex 
at work. But there is a deadly Illusion, too. 
It is that Israel can, to Its own advantage, 
avoid the difficult choices that lie between 
it and peace. 

It Is for the Israelis themselves to face 
those fateful decisions. But It Is far the 
US. friends of Israel, including the U.S. gov- 
ernment, supporters an Capitol Hill and the 
U.S. Jewish Community, to offer their best 
judgment of 1 what further policy changes 
from, both Israelis and Arabs would best move 
the peace process along. This Is not a ques- 
tion of "imposing” a settlement, least of all 
of “abandoning” Israel but of adding honest 
counsel to the very substantial patronage 
that will and, we believe, should continue to 
be forthcoming in any event. 

Mr. Begin should be trying not merely to 
win backing for his policies but to under- 
stand what about them troubles so many 
Americana If he can safely Ignore Israel’s 
“enemies," he must not Ignore Its friends.

Let Our Airlines Go 


If airlines had. the opportunity to choose 
their ' own routes and set their own rates, 
competition would drive down fares without 
reducing the quality of service. That's the 
Idea behind the White House-backed airline 
deregulation bill that, would give air carriers 
the right to lower fares by as much as 50 per 
cent and to enter- new markets on a limited 
basis without prior government approval 

Thanks to the strong leadership of Sen- 
ators Cannon and Kennedy, the bill has a 
good chance of passage by the Senate next 
month. But deregulation is having a much 
tougher time in the House, where It has come 
up against bitter opposition from some of the 
airlines and their unions. Ironically the 
struggle to retain tight federal controls is 
being led by the conservatives on the House 
Aviation subcommittee. 

In public, the opponents of deregulation 
argue that the proposed competition would 
create chaos as carriers maneuver for the 
best routes and bid for passengers with bar- 
gain fares. The disruption, they contend, 
would ultimately bankrupt the smaller and 
financially weaker airlines leaving the field 
to a few giants who would then raise prices 
and cut service. 

The ruinous effects of competition are 
being described so vividly that we wander 
how any Industry manages to survive with- 
out the restraining hand of government. But 
one need not even look to the value of com- 
petition to other Industries to see how silly 
the predictions of doom really are. In re- 
cent years, the consumer-minded Civil Aero- 
nautics Board has been prodding air carriers 
to experiment with promotional fares. The 
result has been a drastic reduction in the 
cost of air travel on many routes— and a rise 
In airline profits. Flying full plane-loads at 


lower fares turns out to be mare profitable 
. than flying half loads at premium rates. 

The private motives of the opponents of 
deregulation have little to do with consumer 
interests. One major airline, Delta, Is prom- 
inent In -the opposition because It has an 

* extremely profitable route system and wants 
to keep it. It is financially st ro n g enough 
to survive any potential shakeup of the in- 
dustry. but apparently sees no corporate 
virtue in greater competition. Why the 
unions oppose deregulation Is less clear. Labor 
might da very well under less regulation. 
Competitive fares should generate more pas- 
sengers and more flights, and thus an In- 
creased demand for maintenance and ground 
service. But for the moment, it is the airline 
pilots who are calling the labor tune and 
they fear for their salaries, under govern- 
ment regulation , the airlines have been per- 
mitted to pass on the princely wages of pilots 
to the public in the form of higher fares. 
With effective competition the carriers would 
have a stronger financial Incentive to resist 
the pilots’ demands. 

Rarely Is a public policy issue so clearly 
defined. ' Airline deregulation would, mean 

• lower fares for travelers and a chance fax 
well-managed airlines to increase their 
profits. It would also mean less government 
Interference In the private economy, and 
even a small check against inflation. The 
only apparent reason to maintain restric- 
tions on fares and routes Is to preserve the 
comfort ot a few airlines and their pilots. 
Why should not the natural conservatives of 
the business - and - labor world seise this 
chance to roll back bureaucracy and regula- 
tion to give the free market a new respect- 
ability?

U. K. Curbs on Immigrants 

What the report really means Is that as 
many would-be Immigrants, as possible 
should be Kept out,- and that as many (as 
possible) of those who are already here Should . 
be sent home . As the report itself- admits, 
stricter enforcement of the rule concerning . 
right of abode would almost certainly require' 
a new system of internal control of immigra- 
tion with all that entails In the way of iden- 
tity -checks .. Do we really want to move 
to stricter controls on movement, perhaps 
even to identity cards, lot the sake of keep- 
ing put a few thousand Asians, and getting , 
rid of a few thousand, more? How far Is it 


from there to the pass laws? And is It really 
worth It? Accepting the committee’s report 
would mean increasing the staff of the Im- 
migration Service, the Inland Revenue, the 
Department of Health and Social Security 
and possibly creating a new internal control 
service to boot.

- Carter had indeed said that

eight months ago. 

It was last August that Carter 
issued his Presidential Directive- 
18, a five-page document which 
is designed to serve as a guide 
in the formulation of foreign 
policy and national security. But 
the Kremlin's sides have evi- 
dently foiled to get hold of the 
PD- 18. The Soviet reaction to 
Carter’s speech suggests an as- 
sumption on Moscow’s part that 
the President has enunciated a 
completely new and much tougher 
policy, and that the Kremlin had 
to respond accordingly. 

What 9 a Neie? 

What is new is Carter’s public 
. presentation of the main conclu- 
sions of FD-I8, though without 
any reference to the original 
document First, he said, the 
United States would maintain 
the strategic nuclear balance. 
Second, it would work with NATO 
to strengthen Europe. Third, It 
would build up forces “to coun- 
ter any threats” to the “vital 
interests” of the United States 
and its friends in Asia, the Mid- 
dle East and other regions. 

The first of these Is not new, 
since the maintenance of the 
strategic balance has been the 
Objective of ah previous adminis- 
trations. The second, the Euro- 
pean defense policy, is only half 
new. Previous administrations 
have, paid lip service to It, but 
failed to cany it out fully be- 
cause of their commitments in 
Vietnam and other preoccupa- 
tions. It Is in the third category, 
which used to be known as periph- 
eral fchaf. the Carter administra- 
tion has made a real change. 

Garter says that the United 
States has “important historical 
responsibilities** In East Asia, to 

the Middle East, and in the 
Gulf, While his preference Is to 
use international agreements to 
“minimize the threat of con- 
flict” in these and other areas,

our commitments and to protect 
our -Interests In those critical 
areas.”

For the time being, and espe- 
cially here in Jerusalem, the 
Easter message of hope seems 
a monstrous contradiction, but 
maybe in the perspective of his- 
tory, the outlook is not aH that 
pessimistic. 

Not for 30 years, but for 
himrireds of years, religious wars 
were waged between Protestant 
and Catholic, between Christian- 
ity and Islam, with unspeakable . 
human horrors, until they were ' 
finally resolved by cunning polit- 
ical compromise, and the spirit of 
toleration. 

No conflict, for example, seem- 
ed mare insoluble at the begin- 
ning of this century than the 
struggles between Britain and 
France, but they were resolved in 
the end by an alliance because 
of their common fear of Germany,

divided on many things now, but .

Nippon Steel to Cut Dividend 

Nippon Steel says a dividend cut for the fiscal 
year endi ng this m o nt h is unavoidable due to a 
slump in domestic steel demand. Vice-president 
Talso final says the dividend may have to be re- 
duces to three yen per share from, five yen paid 
a year earlier. Net profit to the year is exported 
to fall 41 per cent to about 17 billion yen (about 
$74 mutton) on estimated sales of between 292 
and 293 trillion yen, down some 8 per cent from 
a year earlier. The company has been ru nning a 
substantial operating deficit— expected to total 
about 60 Union yen for the year. But he says 
this will be more than offset by income from 
sales of securities and foreign e x chan g e profits 
due to the yen's steep appreciation. He adds 
that a recovery in the steel market can not be ex- 
pected in the coming fiscal year. 

Firestone to Close Swiss Unit 

Firestone Tire will close its 600-worker factory 
in Switzerland at the end of July because the 
rising value of the Swiss franc has pushed pro- 
duction costs too high. John Thompson, manag- 
ing director of the Swiss unit, says it is now 
cheaper to import tires. The high value of the 
franc means tires produced in Switzerland could 
not be sold competitively on foreign markets, he 
says. Tbs Swiss facility supplied about one- mil- 
lion tires anrtuatty to the domestic market and to 
some export markets in Europe. Firestone has 
10 other manufacturing facilities In Western Eu- 
rope. 

Toyo Kogyo Remodels Rotary 

Toyo Kogyo expects to introduce a new genera- 
tion of rotary engines an 1981-model Mazda cars 
which will show a 2&-to-30 per cent improvement 


in fuel economy at lower speeds and still meet 
stricter antipollution standards. Tbe Japanese 
car maker was the first to introduce a rotary- 
powered vehicle more than 10 years ago and is 
among tbe last still actively developing the power- 
plant. Most ether auto companies — including 
General Motor s ha ve abandoned the rotary be- 
cause of numerous problems. Kenichl Yamamoto, 
director of TOyo Kogyo’s rotary engine research 
and development, says recent breakthroughs will 
allow the new rotary engines to bum a leaner 
air/fuel mixture and use a catalytic converter de- 
vice to reduce smog-producing emissions. To 
achieve the Improvement in gasoline mileage and 
pollution control, however, the new rotary engines 
may have to give up about 4 per cent of their 
maximum horsepower, he says, thus limiting the 
peppy performance which was a major selling 
point for the engine in the past.

HEW YORK, March 22 CNYT). 
—One day In' mid-July, if ah goes 
well, a young woman will stagger 
onto the beach at Key West, 
Fbu, having completed what could 
be the greatest feat in the his- 
tory of the cruel and lonely sport 
of marathon swimming— a 2 1/2- 
day swim from Cuba, most of It 
mwnwwilwhB d jn a shark care. 

' "And that," said Diana Nyad. 
"win be it. ru never do another 
long-distance swim. It Is the most 
boring sport In the world." 

Nyad, % Jus been setting rec- 
ords as a long-distance swimmer 
since 1970 when she placed 10th 
In a 10-mlle course In Lake On- 
tario. Her time, 4 hours 23 
mlnntea, was a women's world 
record for 10 miles. 

But . the New Yorker did sot 
achieve wide public wruHi 

Oct. 8, 1975, when she swam the 
28 miles around Manhattan Island 
in 7 hours, 57 minutes. On her 
first try, u days earlier, she 


bad to be pulled from the water 
exhausted, right miles short of 
her goal. 

"That swim was a breakthrough 
for me," she said. "You can do 
that kind of thing anywhere elm, 
but until you do it in New York, 
it doesn’t count.” The Manhat- 
tan swim enabled Nyad to sup- 
port herself with fees from speak- 
ing engagement* ("I give motiva- 
tional talks— Fm very good on 
motivation"), a few endorse- 
ments and a couple of book con- 
tracts. The Cuba swim. If suc- 
cessful, should mean even more 
in terms of commercial exploi- 
tation. 

“To my mind it's the greatest 
endurance feat In history, " Nyad 
said, “bub if anybody can make 
it, I can.” 

The statistics are formidable. 
The longest marathon swim to 
date has been 60 miles from 
Chicago across Lake Michigan to 
Benton Harbor, Mich. Two men 
have accomplished it.

Psychologists Find 'Beautiful Is Good’ 


IN 1 ?.

YOBS fNYTJ.— Beauty 
is as beauty does, they say. 
Ttcy're wrong. Homey, okb- 
fashioned, adages notwithgtarat- 
ing, beauty doesn't have to do 
epythlc® but exist for its Im- 
pact to be powerful— not to 
nwnfnn profoundly unfair. 

So say the increasing raoinhar 
of psychologists and social 

srJmiirts around the United 
States who have been studying 
a relatively new field: the role 
cf physical attractiveness da a 
person’s life. 

m the last few years, 'this 
once neglected area has become 
the subject of aQ kinds of ex- 
periments— wlto results many 

researchers find disturbing. 

There are profound inequities in 
these genetic sweepstakes and 
they have far-reaching con- 
sequences. 

One of the leading psycta^o- 
gista in toe field la Dr. Him 
Bersctodd of the University of 
Minnesota. She sad her col- 
leagues discovered toe exis- 
tence of “a strong physical at- 
tractiveness stereotype: Attract- 
ive people are assumed to be 
kinder, mure genuine, sincere, 
warm, sexually responsive, pois- 
ed, modest, sociable, sensitive, 
Interesting, strong, mare excit- 
ing and of better character” 
than the less attractive. 

Not surprisingly, they axe also 
pres u med to be leading happier 
lives. mwwaimnte awn rub 

off on companions: A man who 
is seen with a beautiful woman 
is viewed as more inteffigemt, 
exciting and successful than a 
man with an unattractive part- 
ner.- 

Work Evaluatio n 

The effects of tols “what is 
beautiful la good” st e r eoty pe are 
pervasive, ranging over a broad 
spectrum of human interaction. 
Oners abilities are often Judged 
aa a Amotion of one's, appear- 
ance, according to Dr. Barted 
Sigall of the University of Ma- 
ryland. “We asked people .to 
evaluate toe quality of some- 
one's work,’’ he said, “and 
found that the more attractive 
the person, toe better toe work 
was evaluated and toe more 
ability was attributed to Utan.”

agencies or corporate personnel 
departments- Be found that at- 
tractive people were seen as 
more hirable and more likely to 
be successful at a given job 
than unattractive todAridUBte 
with comparable qualifications. 

Moreover, such biases begin 
to function early. Researchers 
at the University of Wisconsin 
and elsewhere have found that 
teachers discriminate on ttia 
same bass: If a child Is 'at- 
tractive, he or toe la assumed to 
be more intelligent, to have 
parents who are more interest- 
ed in the dbtidfe education and 
to possess a wide range of ether 
favorable attributes. 

A child’s peers make similar 
Judgments. A . University of 
Minnesota, study revealed that 
nursery-echool chSchen were 
already valued by their class- 
mates an the bads of their 
phystaafl appeal, the popular 
children being the good-looking 
one. 

As if toe positive fallout from 
good Todka weren't enough, the 
negative impact at hcanefoess 
is equally significant. “The 
children were asked to some 
someone they knew who soared 
than,” Dr. Beroabeid saidt 
“They chose unattractive class- 


mates, both male and f angle " 

Furthermore, the old saying 
that “seme people get away 
with murder” lsn% far off to: 
mark. Another Minnesota study 
found that att ra cti v e • and 
unattractive cktidxen are per* 
ctored differently when they 
misbehave. With an unappeal- 
ing child, a transgression is 
regarded os evidence of a chron- 
ic tendency to be had where- 
as with a comely chflA, It is 
seen as a momentary aberration 
rather than evidence of abode 
character flaw. 

inter in life, such distinctions 
may have an even more devas- 
tating Impact. Maryland’s Dr. 
Harold Sigall' is among those 
who have tested people’s reac- 
tions in simulated Jury ex- 
periments. “If the offender is 
attractive," he mid, “he w HI 
be treated more leniently by 
those recommending how he 
should be dealt with," unless he 
was seen as having used his 
looks to commit the offense, as 
In canning someone. 

According to Dr. Sigall, acts 
ranging freon blunders to 
criminal offenses may be Judg- 
ed to part 1 on the basis of the 
culprit's physical appeal 

Others have investigated how 
such attitudes affect a variety 
of specialised situations. 

George Allen, a University of 
Connecticut psychologist, ob- 
served mentally retarded chil- 
dren in an ins titution and 
found that a small number of 
attractive ones received an 
overwhelming shore of the at- 
tention given by attendants and 
supervisors. These children 
were also seen as being more 
mentally competent, even when 
they weren’t. 

Plastic Snrgery 

A three-year study of adult 
' criminals conducted in conjunc- 
tion with the New Tack De- 
partment of Corrections reveal- 
ed that unless they were heroin 
addicts, convicts with visible 
deformities had a 36-per-cent 
lower recidivism rate after they 
undan rent pcUustsic suitor ^ fln 
those whose deformities went 
uncarrected. 

At the university of Connec- 
ticut , Dr. Amerigo Farina ex- 
plored the rote of 8ppeannce 
in the development and treat- 


ment of mental illness. He found 
that mental patients were “very 
much less attractive” than con- 
trol groups, that the more at- 
tractive patients were better ad- 
justed and the number of visi- 
tors they received was also a 
function of how good-looking 
they were. Moreover, says Dr. 
Farina, “The more attractive the 
patients were, the sooner they 
left -the' hfu g ritwi, that 

the duration of stay was more 
determined by physical appear- 
ance than by psychiatric con- 
dition.’' 

Such " results leave one with 
a chicken-or-the-egg dilemma: 
Dq. unattractive people become 
maladjusted because of the per- 
vasive' discrimination they may 
be subjected to? So me of Dr. 
Bezacheld’s work indicates that 
people may indeed adjust their 
personalities to the expectations 
of others. 

Privileged Cagt e 

Such conclusions are unset- 
tling to many people, partly 
because they conflict with some 
of our most deeply held beliefs. 
The thought that the good- 
looking con s titute a privileged 
caste that enjoys advantages 
solely because of external at- 
tributes appears to many re- 
searchers as not only undemo- 
cratic and unjust, but also ex- 
tremely difficult to correct. Dr. 
BeracheM is distressed about 
the effects of these unconscious 
biases on children. 

“They are being 'molded, and 
how children are treated- very 
much affects how they turn 
out," toe said. “That’s the 
dangerous part, and why it’s 
so important tor teachers to be 
aware of all this.” 

Dr. Cato said he believes a 
certain social taboo about 
acknowledging that this kind 
of prejudice exists Is one reason 
the whole subject has been 
neglected until the last few 
yean. 

“Sven social scientists feel 
this la really not a nice thing 
to be studying,” he admits. “We 
don’t, want to know this about 
ourselves; it’s almost anti- 
American. - But as with any 
other farm of dtocrimlnatian, 
you have to determine that it’s 
occurring before you can take 
any steps to combat it."
